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Attend Town Meeting 

Those who have seen their lawns burn and brown and 
have missed the unlimited use of water during the heat of 
mid-summer had well better remember the special town 
meeting Monday at 8 p.m. in Memorial Auditorium. 

The most important article in the warrant is the sixth 
which deals with the appropriation of a million dollars to 
get the Fish Brook water project underway, 

The prolonged drought and the increasing demand for 
more water in Andover has brought about a critical con- 
dition. The Fish Brook project, scheduled for 1966 has 
been brought forward because of the extreme condition. 

The situation will] become more critical as autumn 
arrives and the woodlands and meadows become tinder 
dry. The forest fire danger, ever high in Massachusetts 
may become a nightmare for firefighters and property 
owners, 

Town Manager Bowen said at the selectmen’s meeting 
Monday night that there is no emergency at present. The 
restrictions on water use were ordered to escape an 
emergency by preventing the level of Haggetts pond from 
falling even more rapidly than it has since the first of the 
year, 

If the voters at Monday’s town meeting give their stamp 
of approval to the Fish Brook project as have the finance 
committee, the selectmen and the board of health, the 
way will be paved to alleviate the water shortage here. 

Construction plans for the Fish Brook project are al- 
ready prepared, Approval Monday could mean that bids 
would be received Shortly after Labor Day with work to 
Start about Oct. 1. The project would be complete in the 
spring of 1966 to accept the annual water runoff. 

The plan is basically a simple one. Fish Brook would 
be dammed near its confluence with the Merrimack river, 
There would be an impounding reservoir where the water 
would accumulate, A pump would then force the water 
through a transmission line back into Hagegetts pond where 
it would be stored and would maintain the level of the 
pond, 

Financing of the Fish Brook project would be by long 
term bonds. In addition, there may be federal or state 
funds available which the town can accept. It is under- 
stood that legislation already passed by the present 
Congress will provide for payment of half the cost by the 
government, 

The Fish Brook project is the first of several which 
will have to be taken over the years to insure an ample 
supply of water for the ever-growing community. A survey 
will soon get underway to seek new Sources of ground 
water. Eventually, the town may have to take advantage 
of the plentiful Merrimack river supply on which a number 
of communities now rely, 

There are other articles in Monday’s warrant, most of 
them dealing with real estate transfers, including purchase 
of the Shorten land and building. But the most important 
is the Fish Brook project for an increased water supply, 

The least the townspeople can do is to attend Monday 
night’s special meeting, hear the pros and cons and cast 
a vote on this all-important matter. 


Upping Rte. 93 Speed Limit 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works began 
an experiment on a section of Route 93 this week. It has 
to do with upping the speed limit from 60 to 65 miles per 
hour, 

The department terms the undertaking a two-week test 
to determine if the higher speed is practical on Route 93 
and possibly on other freeways in the Commonwealth, 

Anyone who has driven on Route 93 or on the open 
sections of Route 495 in this area is well aware that the 
posted speed limit of 60 miles an hour is more frequently 
violated than observed. 

Posting the road for the higher speed will only be 
making legal what is now common practice on the inter- 
state highways.
